, which, in the Revolution 
ary war, so nobly attained her principle*, ap- 
pears to very little advantage in the present 
struggle. No matter how they attempt to dis 
Ruisc it or deny it,it is true beyond question that 
tbe pestilent teachings of that school of poli 
ticians who for many years have disgraced the 
Old Bay State is the original cause of tbe 
present rebellion in the South, and now to 
read the addresses of their orators and the 
speeches of their politicians, will show that 
lb s war is held to ho one no less sacred than 
the one that divided the thirteen colonies 
from tbe mother country. Indeed, they go 
further, mid proclaim the cause more sacred 
still than lhat one. She leads iu loud appeals 
for a vigorous prosecution of ihe war, and 
from her come the bitterest denunciations of 
the South and Southern institutions. Edu- 
cated and trained as their youth have been 
with their hearts fired by incendiary appeals 
to them, it would rccm that destiuction to 
the South would be an acceptable sacrifice 
to God; add to this their claim that this is a 
Massachusetts war, and State pride would in- 
duce their youth to rush into the ranks. 

It may seem incredible, but it is nevertheless 
true that with all these incentive, Massachu- 
setts is still behind with her quota. Be 
tore the present policy was adopted, Gov 
ernor Andrew excused the Slate for tbe 
reason that the war was not carried on to tree 
the slavca in the South, and declared that that 
was all that was necessary to till up tte num- 
bers, and more. When it was adapted, how 
ever, the volunteers crme in no taster than 
before. Massachusetts is still behind, not 
wihsiandicg the fact that California has gra 
cionsly banded over to her three or four regi- 
ments to make up her number, and she is now 
raking tbe sioks of all the cities to make up 
rrjriments of blacks to discharge the duties 
which the whites have refused to perlorm. 

We can't account for this vast discrepancy 
between words and deeds. We do not ft el 
disposed to yield to an unreasoning prejudice, 
for certainly we number amocg our acquaint- 
ances some of tbe most excellent gentlemen, 
who are an honor to the Old Bay State, and 
wonld be to any State, though wc must say, to 
their credit, that they do not agree with her 
poli :ics or prejudices ; but there is tb**f»ct. 
While she urges inflammatory appeals, and 
ounces as traitors all who talk of compro- 
mise with armed rebels, she doesn't supply 
the material to deal with the said rebels m tbe 
field. This course of conduct is, however, by 
uo means confined to MatSichusetts. There 
arc a number of stay-at-home patiiots who 
distinguish themselves la the ship way in 
tbis State, and who are loudest in urging a 
vigorous prosecution of the war, but are only 
z.-alons in the prosecution of contracts. 

Were it not for the elections, we would s»y 
that under the circunutancei the people of 
Massachusetts are not fairly represented by 
their tpcakcrs and public men, but wilh ihe 
except ion of Boston, and even that was, we 
believe, radical in its last electior; the whole 
State votes with the John Brownilcs. As wc 
have said, revieaing the early history of ihe 
St if, and comparing it with her present per- 
formances, wc cannot account for them. The 
8latc seems to have run to seed; to be perfoh 
iog of the dry rot or something of tbe kind. 
It is annoying with conceit, where it is not 
ridiculous, and makes more pretensions than 
any other State in the Union. We are very 
much of the opinion that, unless srnie other 
party gets at the hsad of the office ->, the 
State which cid so much for Americtn free- 
dom in the revolution will become ridiculous 
and contemptible. She his already lo6l the 
respect with which ehc was formerly held in 
a great degree, and .a v-gorous pursuit of 
htr present course will place her in the po- 
sition « here, if she has no enemies, it will 
be because she has become too content pilule 
to be hated.

Gentlembn : I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your polite note, on b»- 
balf of tbe Lo al Le gue of Union citizens in 
the city of New Ycrir, sskirsr my co-opera- 
tion as General in-Cbief of the Veterans of the 
war of 1812, to procure their attendance at a 
mass asf emblaee of loyal citiz ns, to be held fct 
Uiica on the 27ih of May insf., fo> the pui- 
pose of manifesting a fixed determination to 
sustain the Government in iu rightful efforts 
io quell tbe. rebellion and sustain the Uoion, 
the Constitution and the supremacy of the 
national lhig. 

In answer to the invitation, I beg leave to 
remark thai th<> necessity of the contemplated 
atecmhlage at Uiica, unless it be a political 
movement for partisan ends, is not very ap- 
parent lo me; at no period of tie rebellion has 
greater unanimity prevailed in the Northern 
States than at the present time to preserve 
the integrity of the Union and tbe constitu- 
tional rights of its citizenr; and equally unani- 
mous appears to be the conviction of the utter 
incompetency of the Nation-il Administration 
to conduct our civil and military uff.irs as 
to bring the cruel civil war, which is rending 
asunder our great Republic, to a successful 
termination. 

The devoted loyalty of the votcraus requires 
the indorsement of no mas. At tbe dawn of 
manhood they ruked their limbs and lives lo 
vindicate American rights and independence 
agai jst a foreign enemy; sud on every politi- 
cal issue which has since agitated the country 
they have always been found sustaining tbe 
Union, the Constitution, and the supreinacy 
of the laws. 

At tbe first announcement of John Brown's 
raid into Vinriuia, in ihe autumn of 185'.*, the 
General-ic-Chief of the Veterans issued to 
them a general order, which was widely cir- 
culated, warning Ibem that a civil war w..s at 
hand, and pointing out their duty in these cm- 
ph*'i r words: 

"In the event of an insurrection or rebellion, 
I need ne-t tell you what your duty will b' ; 
you leamt it iu Ihe war <>f 1812, when yon 
ere mustered and armed, net only to repc! 
Brit sb invasion, but to ( unish, if neecssarv, 
domestic trcasou of the Hartford Convca linn 
coinage. 

You will Ihertfore respond to tbe call of 
your country in person it jou can, or bv your 
sons and grandsons if you canuot, and you 
will counsel th»"m th il >i > »icr\fl. , of n..n and 
tmisnrt dtn bf too <ireat lo maintain the Uaion* 
the sheet anchor of our safely at home and the 
pillar of our national strength and grealne«s 
abroad. 

li Fail net to impress on their minds as on 
tables of brass, that after pussing throuirb 
feeble infarcy with all the insiitu ions we now 
have, and attained the gigantic stature of a 
colossal manhood, and taken tank amongst 
the first nations of the eiirtb, to emasculate 
now that manhood by a dissoiut'oa of the 
Union on accouut of negro slavery, would be 
auact of madness and tolly lhat would caute 
us enduring regret, and expose us doervedly 
to the derision of the civilized world." 

The Ksson taught them in the war ol 1312 
had caused them to set a high value on ine 
Union, as a guaranty of national streugib and 
grtatness, but experience has also taught 
them that Incapacity in civil and military 
leaders is as fatal to the success of a gloiious 
cause md a gallant army, as tnachery, vi- 
nality or cowardice; that stern rebuke and 
public ceuBure, not tHltery and tame acqul- 
esence, were the way to correct self-conceit 
and ignorance, in its career ol blinducsa and 
mistakes. 

The Veterans, as far as I represent them, go 
for tbe entire Union, and the suppression ot 
the rebellion by force of arms, if practleibls, 
but they regard the administration of Presi- 
dent Lincoln in reference to these end*, patri- 
otic though it be, as mUcalcultiion ana inef- 
ficient, and to support it by large majorities 
would be to confirm it in i>alpible error; and 
tbata ch\i ge in its disastrous policy uiay be 
effected by throwing it into a minority ai tbe 
elec ions, and thus showii g it ih.t it had lot

CIVIL AND MILITARY POWER. 



Views of Judge Dueron the 
Of the Vd m in tst rat 
Cannot be Established in the Loyal 
States-The Courts to be Upheld by 
Force if Necessary. 

Osw eg i, May 29. 

Gknti.emkn: I received some time ago 
your letter inviting me to attend ths public 
meeting called to vindieite tbe right of the 
people to express tbeir sentiments upon 
political qurstiors. It was not io my power 
to be present at the meeting, and illness has 
prevented me until the present moment from 
answering your letter. I answrr it now, 
though late, both to explain my apparent in- 
civilliiy, and also because I think that in tbe 
present crisis no loyal citia-n Ought to shrink 
from the expression of his opinion. 

The action that has takrn place since your 
meetlrg was held convinces me lhat it is the 
intention of the Piesideut and his advisors ta 
crush opposition to their acts by means of 
force and terror. For this purpose they have 
established, and do now actually enforce, mar- 
tial law in several loyal Stater; and thev wil) 
doubtless do the same in New York and eve- 
rywhere else unless they are made to know 
that the people will not submit to it. 

To many persons the words "martial law" 
do not convey any very definite idea. Tbey 
kne>w that it is something very harsh and rig 
orous, and summary, but tbey atippose that it 
bears some resemblance to all other laws of 
which they have ever heard or read, in this 
respect at least: tint it defines offenses and 
fixes their punishment. >nd I cannot but 
suppose lhat many of those who clamor 
tor its establishment are ignorant that 
it is nothing in the world but the abso- 
lute and unrestrained will of a military 
chieftain. Permit me, then, to give a de 
sciiption of martial law uj>on tbe antbority 
of the highest judicial of our country. Tha 
larguag- is that of Judge Woodbury, in ele- 
liveiicg the opinion of lbs C »urt in a ease 
determined by the Supreme Court of the 
United States: "By it," says the Court, "evsry 
ciliz n, instead or reposing under the shield 
of known and fixed laws as to his liberty, 
property and life, exists with a r*pe round bis 
neck, subject to br hung up by a military 
despot at the next lamp post, under the sen- 
tence of some drnm-hcad court-martial." 

It is true that Republicans have reason to 
believe that Vuy will be safe from the horrors 
of this law under a Republican administre- 
tion. No Republican or Abolitionist has yet 
been arrested, imprisoned, or banished, and 
tbey may re asonably calcu^'ite that none'ever 
will be. Such persons are permitted to stig- 
matise the Constitution as a league with befl 
and insist that the war shall be prosecuted' 
not to restore the U'uion, but to destroy it' 
without being legarded as guilty of any "dis-' 
oyal practice." The only sufferers, so far 
have been Democrats. Indeed, the very pur- 
pesefor which the establishment of martial 
law is sought by the managers of the clubs 
aud leagues is to destroy the Democratic 
parly. And we find it declared in an official 
document emanating from the War Depart- 
ment that to support tbe Democratic partv 
is to support the cause of the rebels Tui'i 
terrible engine, then, is to be set in motion 
by one political party for the perse- 
cution of another, arming neighbor against 
tetghbor, and selling issues in every house- 
hold. The machinery is prepared. Already 
the secret societies are in motion, bound by 
what catts I know not. That tbey who de- 
sign these things design all tbeir dreadful con- 
scq-iences I co not believe; but they know 
le of human nature and little of history who 
cannot dUcern them. Under a single despot 
there is equality; from a single despot there 
may be hope of escape. But the worst form 
that despotism c..u assume is that of the tyr- 
anny of party over party; and if anything c»n 
add to its horrcrs it is when the doiuinaui fuc 
lion is inflamed by lanaiieism and led by 
priests. 

Wl at matters it that these men are consci 
cntious, that tley act under a eensc of du'y 
ot religious duty? I do not impeach tbeir 
motives. The more conscienlious^liey are, 
tbe worse. AH fanatics are conscientious, and' 
it is lias thiit makes their tyranny ol all tvran- 
nies the most insnircrable. 3 

Wh-t we can and ought to do, beyond tbe 
mere e.\prctsion or our tympatby, in aid ol 
our oppressed <ounlrymen iu Ohio, Ken 
tucky and ludinua, is a subject upon which 
it may be as well at present io say nothing 
Let us wait the course of events, ffe have an 
immediate qucstiou to determine lor our- 
saiwM, and ihnt is, whether we will permit 
the establishment of the same species ot gov- 
ernment in eur own State; a government 
which not only no Englishman and no French- 
man would eudure, but again* t which tbe 
ten laz/.aonl of Naples would revolt. I do 
uo speak of exceptional cases of an extreme 
public necessity, such as we may imagine, 
though Ibeir recurrence is not all probable; 
but 1 »pcak of systematic acts, done 
under claim of right, without necessity, upon 
false pretenses — acts which are not only Ast- 
ral tly unconstitutional, but utterly tnbversive 
of 1 bcrty and ot law, and of which the niani 
lost tendency, if not the purpose, is not to 
ni'.'itraiu the Union but lo destroy it. I am 
sure thai wc will cot submit to thi», acd we 
ought to say to plainly. I have do faith in 
.■my petitions, prole* s or remonttmnces that 
fall short of this. There is danger in leaving 
th • Prcfcidenl ignorant ot our purpetsc. 1 am 
no: ranguine enough to hope for anything 
from his sense of justice or respcrt lor the 
law. TLe powers ttat control him, whether 
spiritual O' terrestrial, will do to nt whatever 
we will nuffer, but are not likely to attempt 
Ibat which they know we will not suffer. 

At the same lime I deprecate all r<sh> lance 
that is cct strictly constitutional. Lit us not 
e»n y -'tt.mii to but support all proper author- 
ity. The President claims the corstitutioosl 
power to establish martial bw over the body 
of the people in the le yal States. We deuy 
it. Let tbe courts determine the question. 
The Judicial authority is vested in the courts, 
aud not in ihe President, tbe Congress of tha 
army. It is as much the duty ot the Presi- 
dent as of any private eiiizsn to submit to the 
authority. It be resists it be becomes sn 
usurper, and may himself be lswfully resisted. 
And on tbe other hand, if any court or judge, 
iclina uuder toe forms of law, shall smction 
hts monstrous assumptions, let us lo turn 
submi ; not Lecause th«remay not be judicial 
as well as executive usurpation, and the same 
right in extreme cases to resist tbe one as the 
other, but on account of ihe condition of the 
country, and the double dangers that assail us 
In tbia way there may be occasional acts of 
tyranny, as has bf en already, but upon the 
whole ihe' restraint of the judiciary will be 
found adequate to our protection, if the Prcs 
ident hiusell will respect It. 

But if the citizens of this State s' all be ar- 
rested or imprisoned by military men, or by 
Provo-t Marshals or other officers, cctiug un 
der the authority of the President, and the 
Court bvfore whom the question shall be 
broughl shall determine that he Is entitled to 
his l.berty, then, if in spite of this decision, 
fores shall be used to detain him, there ought 
to be no hesitation to support the judiciary 
in e pn< sltiou to military usurpation, and 1 
should regard It as a base and cowardly act 
not to do so, unless in the face of such s force 
tbnuld make resistance quite hopeless. If 
it be taid that such action would impede the 
successful pre>=ecu<ion ot the war, I answer 
that it is belter lhat a nation tbonld lose a 
poriion of i's territory tbau its liberie. And 
[• for this cause the rebelliousSlates shall suc- 
ceed In establishing their independence, the 
fault will be that ot tbe Administration; and 
the people, driven to choose between two 
evils, will have wisely chosen that which be- 
yond all comparison is the leant. 

Tbe times require, in a very high dcg>- , 
tbe exercise of tbe virtues ot courage and ol 
prudence. Moderation iu our counsels will 
-,-ive us strength and unity io action. Let us 
accept as our leader htm whom not less merit 
than position designates (tbe Chief Magistrate 
of our Sta'e), ana follow aad support that 
moderate aud patriotic, but not feeble or un 
manly policy which he has recommended and 
enforced with so much dignity and success, 
and I shall yet hope that tbe Union may tri- 
umph over both classes of iu enemies — *.he 
Sou hern Secessionist* and the Northern Abo- 
liliouis's. I remain, gentlemen, very respect- 
fully, your scrvaut, William Duer.

Hon. Lyman Trumbull, Senator for Illinois, 
made the following speech at the Republican 
meeting held in the Courthouse square, Cbica 
go, on Thursday evening: 

Mr. Trumbull said: It was rather embar- 
rassing to attempt to speak to au auuience 
which insisted on hearing some one else, but 
solemn convictions of ehity compel him lo 
speak, when under ordinary circumstances he 
would have remained silent. 

He did ntt come to ir flame their passions, 
already too much aroused. Tbeir country 
was in danger, and they must look the peril 
in the face. No adj •dives he cnnld pile un, 
no vile names be could apply to those who do 
uot agree with him, calling ibem copperheads 
and traitors, whould assist in erresting the 
rebelli on or in asterting the supremacy ot the 
ConstHutie n aid Ihe laws. 

He did not desire to iuspire them with hur- 
ra hi, but he wished to talk to ihcir judg- 
ments and inspire them through appeals to 
their reanons. 

The liineF, he said, are grave! A aijtflj 
of the people of our S'ale are taking ground 
against the Administration— end whs? Jn the 
name of heaven, why is this? I will tell you 
w|fy; I will point out to you some of onr mis- 
takes that may be corrected in the future. 
The rcasou is, we hive ne>t adhered to David 
Crockett'* snotto* "Be sure you are r'ujht nod 
then go ahead!" [A voice— "We are always 
right. "J I have liye«; long enough lo know 
that I am not laTalHbk ; perhaps you are. I 
have some rrspect for tbe opinion of others 
One of our mistake! is, that we allow onr op 
ponente to make false issues. Bui this is not 
the worst. The "rear i bar;:e, the. charge that 
has damaged tbe Administration above all 
others, is that wc are in favor ot the exercise 
>f arbitrary power; that we are «»ppos*»d 
to the freedom of speech and opioion, 
to the freedom of the press, in f*vor of enr- 
tilliog personal liberty, aud in faror of a des- 
potism. Now we should uot allow these 
things. We have been tbe advocate ot free 
speech lor the 1st t forty years, and should not 
allow the party which tatas? ihe whole time 
baa advocated the gag, to usurp our the . 
We are righting for the restoration of the 
Union and the preservation of the Consiitu 
lion and all the liberties it guarantees to every 
citizen. And it makes me feel bad when I 
hear some honest friend, brimming full e.f 
patriotism, ssy he does not care for ihe Con- 
stitution and does ne>t want to have it bleed 
iuto his way or thrust in bis face until the war 
is over. The rebel* cannot thrust it in h's fac -, 
for they have no lights uuder it save the ri^ht 
to be tried and bung for treason. [Continued 
applause.] In certain districts ihe military 
law is supreme. Gen. Giant is in command 
of an army in tbe State of Mississippi, which is 
in revolt. Will any one deny his right to 
make arrests, his right to suppress new- 
papers, and level trees, like those arouud yon 
io-c /ht, in order to get a range for his guns? 
No. And yet these are all arbitrary powers. 
But these exercises of it are not the trouble- 
some cases. The great difficulty is in these 
districts, where lighltul civil government is 
in operation, where the judicial tribunals sre 
open and the law respected — the laws which 
afford a remedy for every wrong. As a rule, 
we must remember thai ibe civil law is mi 
perior to the military law, and the cases are 
rare, v c ry rare, where the rule can be re-

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Fi^htatLa Veuunk.— On Tuesday even- 
ing list a fores of rebel cavalry, estimated at 
about 0,000, un'!er command of Gen. Starnes, 
attacked and drove iu the Federal pickets at 
La Vergne, on the Nashville and Chattanooga 
railroad. A regiment of civalry advanced to 
meet them, but was forced to fall back upon 
another regiment sent to support them. The 
rebel cavalry pres ed on so vigorously, these 
were, in turn, driven back, when they were rc- 
enforced by a brigade of cavalry with artillery.

Colonel Graham, Fifth Indiana cavalry, com- 
manding a detachment of bis rpelment and 
the Fourteenth Illinois cavalry, 700 men, has 
just returned from an expedition for the cap- 
ture of rebels who were making a raid to Ed- 
monton and to destroy the mill u°ed near by 
Marrow Bone. He destroyed the mill, and 
crossed the river eight miles below Burks- 
ville, and attacked a camp of rebels under 
Cjlonel Hamilton on Kettle creek. He then 
returned after capturing the entire camp, kill- 
ing 50 and taking 40 prisoners, 2 mountain 
howitzers, all their small arms, 26 mules, 40 
horses, and destroying the mill with a large 
amount of tl mr. We did not lose a tingle 
man. 

Cuicauo, June 11. 

A special dispatch from Memphis, dated 
SMi inst. says : Ihe stealer Luminary, from 
Youug's Point, at 8 p. m., on Fridiy the 5'.h, 
has arrived here with the foJlowiog interest- 
in? intelligence : 

General Kimball, with a force nf 3,000 
men, was sent up the Yaz>o river to 8ataria, 
thirty miles below Yazw City, and arrired 
there on the fourth ina'ant. He learned that 
a rt bel lorce, under G ;nei*al Wirt Adams, 
was not far oil, and he. immediately marched 
to meet him. At 10 o'clock a. m. Thursday, 
the 4'.h, we came up with the pickets oi the 
< ncmy. when a brihk skirmish ensued, lasting 
fifty minutef). The enemy gave way, and a 
t Hal route ensued. Our lo is was one killed 
and seventeen wounled. Their l<»ss in killed 
a>id wounded was c ns.idet.ibV. We captured 
one bnndird prisoners. The rebel f»rte 
numbered two thousand. 

There is no perceptible change before Hie 
enemy's works at Vick«bttrg. Gen. Joe 
.Johnston is reported to be still in NaV) vicinily 
«»t B g Black tiver, endeavoring to cross be- 
low the bridge with a force of SaVfHO men. 
Gen. Ostcrhaus is watching his mc>vemeol8 
with sufficient force to check-mate arr/ demon- 
stration Johnston may attempt to mal:e. 

There waa a rumor in circulation to day 
th n Gen. Pemberton has rt tiuested Gen Grant 
to permit the women and children in Yicks- 
burg to pass through the Federal lines. 

Over three hundred head of cat tle and mules 
have been turned loose by the rebels ou ac- 
couut of scarcity of forage. 

Puii.ADEi.i'HiA, June 11. 

The followinc: has been received here by 
mail from Washington : 

* Washington, June 10. — Two despatches were 
received to-night from Grant, addressed to dif- 
ferent gentlemen in his official position. The 
dispatches arc dated Monday— ■> much shorter 
fme in obtaining advjcea from Vicksburg than 
heretofore. An important tact, and one which 
ba* occasioned much anxiety, \b derived from 
them— namely, tbu Gen. Grant wai in com- 
munication with Gen. Banks as late as the 4:h 
lest , »t which time Port Hutbon was closely 
inver-ted. 

" Gen Grant reports that Oen. Johnston is 
C3ncentnning troops to operate aeainst him, 
and mentions a report that, three divisions are 
moving from Gen Bragg to re enforce John- 
ston. Gen. Breckinridge is known to have 
joined him. 

'•Yiekeburg U still closely invested. The 
siege is pn greasing favorably. 

" The tone of the dispatches is represented 
to be tucb as 10 show that he U ars neither the 
enemy in his front nor rear. It is presumed 
that he did not know, at tbe date of bis telt- 
sraph, whether or not he was to be re-en- 
forced. 

" This Information Inspires Increased hope 
and confidence in the final success of the 

siege." 

Columbus, Ohio, June 11. 

The Democratic State convention te-day was 
very largely ett»nded The nominations were: 
Fur Governor, C. L. Vallandigbam ; for Lieu- 
tenant Governor. Geo. E. Pugh ; for Auditor, 
Wm.
